Court Faces Suit 
Meetings Law Violation Claimed

The Collin County Com­ 
missioners Court may face 
another lawsuit, this time for 
violation of the Texas Open 
Meetings Law. 
According 
to 
C harles 
Cook, managing editor of the 
McKinney Courier-Gazette, 
he filed a fonnal complaint 
against the commissioners 
court Friday afternoon with 
the district attorney’s office, 
specifically c h a rg in g the 
court with holding two illegal 
meetings within a four-day 
period last week. 
Both meetings. Cook says, 


w ere 
held 
without 
any 
member of the court giving 
public 
notice 
of 
the 
meetings. In addition, Cook 
claimed, neither the public 
nor any m em bers of the 
press was allowed to attend 
either meeting. 
The meetings, according 
Cook's complaint, took place 
Monday 
afternoon, 
and 
again Friday afternoon. In 
the case of the Monday af­ 
ternoon meeting, Cook listed 
three separate actions which 
he says the court took, in 
strict violation of the Open 
Meetings Law. 
“ ...the 
com m issioners 
violated Section 2 (I) of the 


same 
law 
by 
voting 
or 
polling on the following 
m a tte rs ,” the com palint 
reads. 
” 1) 
the 
hiring of 
Gerald Kunkel as a special 
investigator for the Collin 
County sheriff’s office; 2) 
the settlement of a pending 
lawsuit 
(this 
came 
after 
legal deliberations with their 
a t t o r n e y , 
G e o r g e 
McCleskey; 3) a request by 
the Collin County district 
attorney’s office." 
C oncerning the F riday 
meeting, Cook said in his 
sworn affadavit 
that 
two 
commissioners, along with 
county auditor Bill Eubanks, 
met with County Judge W G.

that no public notice of such 
a meeting was given, as 
required by law'. 
Cook told the Star-Courier 
that 
he 
and 
Col. 
Tom 
E m erson, 
the 
Courier- 
G a z e t t e ’s 
c o u r t h o u s e 
reporter, visited with Judge 
Proctor Friday afternoon, 
prior to filing the complaint, 
hoping to forestall further 
violations 
of 
the 
Open 
Meetings Law. 
“We gave him a copy of 
the Texas Municipal League 
recommendations on the law 
and told him we thought he 
and the commissioners court 
had been in violation of the 
Open Meetings Law,” Cook 
stated. “ After we explained 
our position, Judge Proctor 
refused to talk with us any 
more about the matter. 
“We said we did not want 
to file a complaint, but would 
like 
to see 
the 
m a tte r 
straig h ten e d o u t.’’ 
Cook 
continued. “ He told us that if 
we felt anything was wrong, 
to go right up there (the 
district a tto rn e y ’s office) 
and file a complaint. I felt he 
was wrong, so I did," he 
added. 
Cook 
quoted 
Judge 
Proctor as saying that tile 
people had elected him to 
run the county and that he 
would run it the way he saw 
fit. 
“The reason I’m doing it 
(filing 
the 
complaint) 
is 
because I feel the public has 
a right to know what action 
is being taken by the com­ 
missioners in these closed 
door 
sessio n s,” 
Cook 
asserted. “ I feel that the 
public should have access to 
what decision^ 
are being 
made and the basis for those 
decisions.” 
When 
contacted 
at 
his 
home by the Star-Courier, 
Judge Proctor refused to 
discuss the matter, except 
briefly. 
“He (Cook) has filed one 
over there-let him prove it 
up,’’ Proctor stated. “ I’m 


not 
going 
to 
m ak e 
a 
statement. 
“ He’d better be careful 
what he does. You just print 
it the way he tells you, and 
you be real careful about it, 
too,” Proctor continued. “ I 
have 
no 
com m ent 
to 
make ..not one thing.” 
Under the current state 
Open Meetings Law, any 
member of a governing body 
who 
calls 
or 
aids 
in 
organizing a meeting which 
is closed to the public, or who 
closes or aids in closing a 
meeting to the public 
is 
subject to a fine of from $100 
to $500, and or imprisonment 
in the county jail for from 
one to six months. 
In addition, all those who 
take part in an 
illegally 
closed meeting, or are found 
guilty 
of 
trying 
to 
cur- 
eumvent the Open Meetings 
Law are subject lo the same 
punishment. 
G enerally speaking, a 
governmental meeting can 
be closed only to discuss land 
p u r c h a s e s , 
p e r s o n n e l 
problem s, 
or 
pending 
litigation.

Visiting British Couple Heads Bach to Crisis

Three-day work week! 
Sounds great, doesn’t 
it17 
Until you rem em ber 
that 
three days work brings only 
three days pay That doesn t 
sound so good. 
But that, my friends, is a 
fact of life in England these 
days-a 
country 
not 
con­ 
sidered to pay high wages, 
even at a five-day-week 
schedule, according to our 
standards. 
In 
that 
country, 
where 
dam p 
w eather 
and 
habitually 
cold 
te m ­ 
peratures are par for tile 
course, the fuel crisis has 
fu rth er 
a g g ra v a te d 
c ir ­ 
cumstances by forcing the 
English to cut their work 
weeks to three days, and in 
general curtail many of their 
daily activities. 
In 
part, 
the 
added 
reductions came from a six- 
week-old rail slowdown and 
a coal 
m iners’ 
slowdown 
which 
has 
plunged 
the 
country into what die British 
government described as the 
country’s worst 
industrial 
crisis since World War IL 
In the financial district 
candles 
w ere 
the 
only 
lighting available and angry 
crowds frightened railroad 
engineers into disguising 
themselves to avoid their 
wrath. 
The value of the pound has 
plunged to an all-time low of 
$2.27 which, combined with 
shorter 
w orking 
weeks, 
d ec re ase s the take-hom e 
pay of the British working 
man to a despairing sum. 
“ England.” according to 
E rn e st 
C arp en ter, 
“ is 
dependent on coal up to 70 
percent of their heating and 
cooking fuel. 
“The other 30 percent, 
C arpenter 
said, 
“ is 
a 
com bination 
of national 


natural gas and electricity." 
Plano Guests 
Carpenter, and his wife, 
are guests in the home of his 
son Bob, his wife Margaret, 
and their three children here 
in Plano. 
The Carpenters are an 
English family. Bob and his 
family arrived in this area in 
June and will remain in the 


States for two years. He is 
em ployed 
at 
Texas 
Instruments, for whom he 
has worked in England for 
the past 13 years. 
The 
eld er 
C arp en ters 
came in December for a 
month’s holiday. He is a 
retired engineer and, of 
course, the work week would 
not affect his retirement but 


might well have an affect on 
home use of energy. 
“ N ever, 
even 
without 
shortages, did the English 
people ever use as much as 
is used here in America,” 
Margaret commented. “ We 
were so amazed to see lights 
ev eryw here. In E ngland, 
when it gets dark, we have

P lano City Councilm an 
Chuck F risk , announced

The precinct includes a 
substantial portion of Plano, 
as well as Allen, Parker. 
Frisco and the Canyon Creek 
area of north Richardson. 
Frisk has served on the 
Plano City Council for the 
past three years after being 
elected in 1970. He will seek 
election to the court in the 
Republican primary in May. 
The councilman indicated 
that he was seeking the 
com m issioner position in 
order to better represent the 
rapidly growing southern 
part of Collin County. 
“ Although a large portion 
of county revenue is from 
Plano taxes, a local resident 
has never sat on the com­ 
missioners court when the 
budget 
ex penses 
are 
itemized each year,’ Frisk 
commented. 
The Plano population is 
slightly less than half the 
county total, >et direct 
rep resen tatio n has never 
been 
present 
at 
co m ­ 
missioner court. 
“ My experience as a Plano 
city councilman will help me 
deal 
properly -with 
the 


inevitable growth that die 
southern part of the county 
will experience. 
To 
keep 
pace with this growth, we 
must improve and update 
die services provided by the 
county government," Frisk 
said. 
Th** Commissioners Court 
is responsible for tho ad­ 
ministration of an annual 
budget which is near three 
million dollars this year. 
Frisk also expressed a 
strong desire 
to improve 
county facilities. 
“ The 
badly 
outdated 
county courthouse and jail 
are no longer adequate to 
serve a county w th almost 


100,000 residents," he said 
“County road systems are 
also 
in

provement." “ I would like to

Frisk indicated that lie

little outdoor lighting and 
use a minimum indoors.” 
She ex p ressed su rp rise 
that our schools and the 
grounds are so well lighted 
at night and wanted to know 
the reason. 
The Carpenters are from 
the Bedford area of England 
which by some standards 
could be considered a rural 
district, but that district is 
feeling the pinch of shor­ 
tages, 
just as 
is 
all 
of 
England. 
When the elder Carpenters 
left England, a new shortage 
w as 
becom ing 
acute. 
With the added use of can­ 
dles for lighting, candles 
were becoming extrem ely 
hard to buy. 
E nergy 
ratio n in g 
in 
England is in effect, but it is 
handled quite well. Power 
will be cut in one area for one 
hour and in another area at 
another hour. Persons are 
notified at what hour they 
will be without energy so 
that they may plan ahead. 
Gas Expensive 
Gasoline, or petrol as it is 
called there, is presently 
selling for $1.15 per gallon 
‘‘The price of gasoline is 
really not so bad, con­ 
sidering that we drive so 
very little in com parison to 
the driving done 
in 
the 
S ta te s ,” M rs. C arp e n te r 
said. 
She explained that first of 
all the roads are not con- 
dusive to long drives, and 
further that few people drive 
more than IO miles to work. 
Ten miles, she explained, 
would be considered a long 
distance to travel to work. 
“ In our c o u n try ,” the 


C a rp e n te rs 
em phasized, 
“ we have 
alw ays 
been 
conservative with our fuel 
and energy. The country is 
dam p and cold, 
so we 
learn ed 
to 
w ear 
w arm 
clothing as we used less 
fuel.” 
But while things look dark 
(and are 
dark, 
for 
that 
m atter), there is hope in 
England’s energy future. 
“ By 1980, the English hope 
to be self su fficien t in 
natural gas,” 
the 
family 
informed us. 
Gas Field Found 
A 
field 
has 
been 
discovered in the North Sea 
and is now being developed. 
Coal, the m ajor commodity 
is 
now 
being 
dug 
from 
beneath the sea which tends 
to m ake the coal m iners’ job 
somewhat m ore dangerous. 
In addition, Bedford and 
North Bedfordshire could be 
sandw iched betw een two 
nuclear power stations in the 
1980s. 
The 
Central 
Elec­ 
tric ity G en eratin g B oard 
disclosed in November that 
they are to investigate a site 
for a possible nuclear power 
station at Molesworth, just 
over the North Bedfordshire 
border in Huntingdonshire, 
Away 
from 
the energy 
crisis, the Carpenters ex­ 
pressed delight at being in 
the 
S tate s, 
saying 
the 
children are very happy in 
the schools and that all of 
them are enjoying some of 
the co m fo rts 
not 
found 
in England. 
It is a new way of life. In 
England, 
walking 
to 
the 
g ro cery sto re was com ­ 
m onplace, but now th at 
M a rg a re t 
know s 
the 
superm arket is too far away 


for that, finds she m ast have 
transportation. 
Also, 
they 
still 
feel 
a 
strangeness when they see 
arm ed police and expressed 
a bit of awe, as no police in 
England is ever arm ed. 
It w as this re p o rte r’s 
pleasure to finally m eet a 
real Cockney Englishm an. 
The elder Carpenter is a real 
Cockney and he explained 
that 
to 
be known 
as 
a 
Cockney, one m ust be born 
within the sound of the Bow 
Bells. 
Often 
th e ir 
a c ­ 
cent differs from that of 
other Englishm en, but there 
was no Cockney accent when 
he spoke. 
“ I have traveled a lot, and 
perhaps picked up a bit of all 
the accents, so I sound just 
like all other Englishm en,” 
he observed. 
Tuesday, the parents will 
return to England and try to 
adjust to problem s that seem 
to keep popping up in the 
English economy. Probably 
their m ain concern is that 
they ordered their oil supply 
delivered during their ab­ 
sence. 


“ I certainly hope it will be 
there when we get hom e,” 
Mrs. Carpenter mused. 


And so do we, for there’s 
nothing 
colder 
than 
an 
English winter.

operation 
in 
offering 
programs for the youth of 
Plano. 
The YMCA was brought to 
the Plano area 
by 
the 
Jaycees in 1966 and started 
as an extension of the 
Richardson YMCA. The first 
campaign produced $3,500 
and was the start of one of 
the most amazing success 
stories of any YMCA in the 
Dallas area. 


In 1967, the YM CA had IOO 
boys in its sports program. 
The YM CA philosophy was 
then and is still today, the 
boy first, the sport second. 
The 
YM C A 
uses 
this 
philosophy so that all boys 
are allowed to participate in 
each game. The YM CA feels 
that 
if a 
boy comes 
to 
practice, he should have the 
chance to play in a game. 
“ We realize that at this 
early age, boys mature at 
different levels and it would 
not be fair to not let a boy 
participate in a real game 
experience.” States B ill 
Botts, YM CA Director. 
The YM CA offers sports 
for boys in the first through 
the eighth grades in football, 
basketball soccer, wrestling 
and baseball. 
The sustaining campaign 
goal was $5,000 and $10,000 
was reached during the 
second year of operation. 
This was when the Plano 
YMCA hired its first full­ 
time director. 
In 1968, the YMCA sports 
program grew to over 200 
boys, and the Indian Guide 
program was started for 


father and son. The YMCA 
also offered several girls’ 
a c t iv it i e s , 
s w im m in g 
lessons, 
day camp and 
classes. 
The 
sustaining 
campaign grew to $17,500 
and was successful. 
In 1969, the YMCA added 
its second full-time director. 
Junior 
high 
sports 
for 
seventh and eighth grades 
were started, and the YMCA 
grade school sports program 
continued to grow, as did the 
Indian 
Guides. 
More 
programs were offered to 
girls, and day camp and 
swimming were much larger 
than 1968. The sustaining 
campaign reached $23,000 in 
two weeks. 


In 1970, the active mem­

mortgage interest rates, the 
purchase of a new home 
should receive consideration 
in view of continuing in­ 
flation.
